RUSSIAN RECOGNITION AN D EYES ON J APAN. 
.When American recognition of Soviet Russia first was 
announced, the country blinked a couple of times, looked 
■omewhat nervously at the beaming figure of Mr. Litvin- 
off, meditated with comfort on those big industrial orders 
Russia might be placing, and allowed that 
it probably 
would be all right. 
Since then, it g radually has become apparent, that a 
profoundly important maneuver in world politics 
has 
been taking place. 
To send an ambassador to Moscow because y our rela­ 
tions with Tokio are somewhat delicate may look like a 
roundabout way of doing business, 
Iiut it is perfectly 
obvious that the J apanese situation was a sizeable factor 
in our recognition of Russia, and bit by bit \ \ r are begin­ 
ning to g et a glimpse of the real background of the move. 
One angle of it is touched on by an editorial in the cur­ 
rent issue of Woman’s World; and whether or not this 
mag azine has the facts absolutely straight, it at least 
gives a sample of the kind of thing that was taken into 
account in Washing ton when recognition first was discus­ 
sed. 
During and after the war, say s the Woman’s World edi­ 
torial, J apan and France reached a secret understanding. 
Clemenceau feared that the end of the war would find the 
United States overwhelming ly more powerful than any 
other nation on earth, and he believed J apan could be 
useful as a check. 
So, say s the editorial, he devised an ag reement where­ 
by J apan would be permitted unlimited ex pansion in Asia. 
J apan would be allowed to seize Manchuria and control 
China; it also would be allowed to control the Pacific 
all the way to the California roast. 
It was for this reason, continues the editorial, that 
Clemenceau insisted in giving J apan mandates over 
s o 
many islands in the Pacific at. the Versailles conference. 
Now all this is somewhat shocking, to one brought up 
on the theory that America and France alway s have been 
good friends. 
J ust how’ far the facts are straight may be 
open to question. 
The story may be entirely true, pa r t l y 
true, or entirely false. 
The point that it does illustrate is that J apan has been 
emerging in the Far East as a potential enemy of both 
America and Russia, and that certain European powers 
have been very happy to see that happen. 
By resuming 
relations with Russia, this country has taken an effective 
step to meet the situation. 
Recognition was a 
mov e for national 
security. 
By 
sending an ambassador to Russia, 
the 
administration 
sought to lessen a grow ing tension on the other side of the 
world.
